In the east, particularly, the re- 
publican managers are hoping— 
with what justification no one can 
say—for much help from

democratic Interests to whom Mr. 
Roosevelt has been presented as a 
"radical." 
East to Be Battleground. 


The east, certainly, will be a bat- 


tleground for that reason. For a 
similar reason, so will the west. 
The Roosevelt strength In the con- 
vention was preponderantly west- 
ern and southern. 
Already the 


nominee IB emphasizing the farm 
problem, and has shied a stray 
stone at "Wall Street." Senator 
Norris, the Nebraskan republican 
insurgent, will support him. 
A 
very Important part of democratic 
strategy now is to strike hard at 
the normally republican west and 
mid-west. 
Republican hopes In the tradi- 


tionally democratic south are not 
as high as they were in 1928, but 
southern reaction to the democrat- 
s repeal plank will be convassed 
most carefully by the republican 
strategists. They are much inter- 
ested in statements of southern

The party's national chairman, 


D, Leigh Colvin, sped to the city 
from a conference with the Idaho 
senator at Washington, withhold- 
ing meanwhile any intimation of 
how Borah had received his pro- 
posal. The senator, too, was si- 
lent, referring inquiries to Colvin. 


Borah for the first time in a 
career of insurgency has bolted 
the republican presidential ticket 
because of the party's stand for 
the submission to state conventions 
of an amendment intended to re- 
peal the eighteenth. 


Arriving 
delegates 
made 
no 


secret of their high hope that the 
Senator would accept the nomin- 
ation. On the other hand, those in 
Washington familiar with his views 
were doubtful and quoted him as 
having said the prohibition issue 
was not one on which a success- 
ful third party could be based. 


The reading of a message from 


the senator was announced as a 
feature of the luncheon held today 
by the Women's National commit- 
tee for law enforcement, which is 
concluding a two-day meeting here. 
Whether the communication would 
disclose any Indication 
of 
the 
course he plans to follow was a 
subject of speculation in advance 
of its publication. 


With the convention opening this 


evening, the day was given over 
to preliminary conferences among 
the party's leaders attended by 
Chairman Colvin. These talks in- 
cluded, in addition to, a report on 
his meeting with Borah, discus- 
sion of the party's platform. 


For the vice-presidential nom- 
ination, there was talk of former 
Governor Dae Moody of Texas as 
well as discussion of giving him 
first place on the ticket If Borah 
should decline. If both refuse, the 
party's leaders hope to obtain oth- 
er figures well known in national 
politics.

CHICAGO, July 2.—<fl=)—After 22 
years of political life, Franklin 
Delano Rooseelt reached the top 
rung In the ladder of his political 
party after touching the steps on 
which his illustrious cousin, the 
late president "T.R." reached the 
top. 


Theodore Roosevelt attained the 
presidency after schooling In the 
governorship of New York, the 
post of assistant secretary of the 
navy and the vice presidency. He 
was a republican. 
Franklin Is the nominee for the 


presidency at the hands of the 
democrats after eight years as as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, an 
unsuccessful candidacy 
for 
the 


vice-presidency, and four years as 
governor of New York. 


The candidate descended from 
a long line of Dutch patroons, be- 
gan his political career as a state 
senator from the rock-ribbed re- 
publican county of Duchess, seat 
of his country estate. 
John E. Mack, who nominated 
him for the presidency in Chica- 
go, 
Induced 
Franklin 
to seek 
that state senate post, and nomi- 
nated him at senatorial district 
convention. 


In Albany he quickly gained at- 
tention by leading a fight on Wil- 
liam F. 'Blue Eyed Billy" Shee- 
han, who was Tammany 'Hall's 
candidate for the United States 
senatorshlp. 
Gathering a group 


around him, he deadlocked the 
election. 
Sheehan was shelved. 
Roosevelt, enthused by the doc- 
trines of Woorow Wilson, enlisted 
in his cause and was an active 
worker for his presidential nomi- 
nation at Baltimore in 1912. Jo- 
sephus Daniels, the North Carolina 
publisher liked the energetic young 
New Yorker and upon the party 
victory took him into the navy de- 
partment. 


Roosevelt at the 1920 convention 


in San Francisco 
seconded the 


presidential nomination of Alfred 
E. Smith. 
There began the po- 


litical alliance that endured until 
early this year when Smith went 
into the lists against Roosevelt for 
the presidential nomination. 
In 


1924, 
Roosevelt nominated Smith 


for the presidenecy, and directed 
his candidacy 
against 
William 
Gibbs McAdoo, who handle* the 
proceedings here that nominated 
Roosevelt. Again in 1928 Roose- 
velt nominated Smith and during 
the campaign spoke In his behalf.

THE POSTAL DEFICIT. 


The question seriously is 


raised whether the increase 
of posal rates will reduce 
the deficit of the Postoffice 
Department.

Texas a social and economic 
entity; they have seen Tex- 
as become easily the great- 
est petroleum producing and 
refining area of the known 
world; they have seen its 
rivers harnessed and their 
energy transmuted into elec- 
tricity and carried to fac- 
tories 
and 
industries in 


every nook and corner of 
the 
commonwealth; 
they 


have seen great universities 
established 
where 
Indian 


council fires were once the 
epitome 
of culture; they 


jiave seen bayous converted 
into ship channels and bays 
made world ports; 
they 


dave seen deserts made to 
bear oranges, lemons and 
grapefruit and 
they have 


seen great cities rise where 
pioneers once traded pelts 
'or powder and 
buffalo 


meat for flour. 


"Probably no country ever 


developed so rapidly, and in 
ip many diversified direc- 
tions, as has this free state 
which less than a hundred 
ears ago was the neglected 


northernmost province of an 
ilien, Latin-American state. 
Yet, strangely, no other area 
oday offers so many op- 
portunities for further de- 


elopment; and none will 


repay so richly the invest- 
ment 
of productive labor 


and productive capital. 


"In 1936 one hundred 


. ears will have elapsed since 
a handful of Texas patriots

to the world another fron- 
tier wh«r« the principles and 


institutions

might be planted. 


"To celebrate the hun- 


dredth anniversary of that 
battle, and to show the 
World, as well as its own 
people, the extent of pres- 
ent opportunity, a great 
Centennial Celebration is 
proposed tc the people of 
Texas. It is the suggestion 
of the committee of promin- 
ent Texas citizens who fos- 
ter the project, that the Cen- 
tennial be financed by the 
people, for the people. In 
other words, it is proposed 
that the legislature appro- 
priate sufficient money for 
fitting observance of the an- 
niversary. 


"To do this, a constitu- 


tional amendment authoriz- 
ing the legislative appropri- 
ation must be voted by the 
people. 
In some quarters 


it is being said that present 
conditions do not justify the 
expenditure of this modest 
sum. 


"There is no reason what- 


ever to justify the assump- 
tion that the present depres- 
sion will extend into 1936, 
and less to warrant plan- 
ning for 1936 in the light of 
present conditions. But even 
were there reason to believe 
conditions would not 
be 


substantially improved four 
years from now, Texas sure- 
ly is not so poor as to be re- 
strained from fitting observ- 
ance of the achievements of 
one hundred years of free- 
dom.

Centennial 
will bring 
in

BIG TASK CONGRESS NOW 


NEAR END WAS TO PRO-

The government ended the flscaal 
year last night with a $2,885,000.- 
000 deficit, compared with one of 
$903,000.000 for 1931. 
In making the announcement to- 


day, Secretary Mills of the treas- 
ury said total receipts for the year 
amounted to $2,121,000,000, a de- 
cline of $1,196.000,000 from 1931, 
while expenditures were $5,006,- 
000,000, a gain of $786,000,000 over 
the previous year.

be accounted for 
by

governmental 
construction 
acti- 


vities and payments under the 
settlement of war claims act, the 
postal deficiency and payment for 
the apltal stock of the 
recon- 


struction finance corporation ana 
the federal land banks. 


Mills said retirements of United 
States obligations to meet sinking 
fund 
requirements 
chargeable 
against 
ordinary receipts total 


$412,000,000, so that the deficit, 
exclusive 
of 
debt 
retirement 


amounted to $2,473.000.000. 
The total gross debt outstand- 
ing was increased by $2,686,000,- 
000 during the year. 


One of the principal tasks of 
congress 
this session has been 
the enactment of legislation to 
make the budget balance during 
the preent fiscal year. 
It -passed the new revenue law 
to Increase taxes by more than a 
billion dollars and the national 
economy bill to reduce expend- 
itures by •150,000,000 to $175,000.- 
000. 


Mills said "the federal finances 


for the fiscal year lust cldsed re- 
flect the effect of the unpreced- 
,ented depression upon both the 
revenues and the outlays of the 
government."
